The Libyan co-pilot of the airliner 
shot down by IsraeH Phantoms over 
Sinai nearly two months ago said 
yesterday he saw the pursuit 
eraft almost as soon as they inter 
cepted the Libyan Arab Airlines 
Boeing 727, and identified them 
correctly, as Israeli Phantoms. 

Co-pilot Yunis Awad el-Mehdi, 29, 
said he also had no difficulty in re- 
cognizing the Israeli insignia on the 
planes. Neither was there any mis- 
take about the signs the Israeli atr- 
eraft made, indicating that the air- 
liner should follow them. 

In response to a question, Mr. 
Mehdi said he informed the French 
chief of the identity of the 
planes. The pilot also understood 
what the Phantoms required of him,

Then he at the last: minute 
changed his mind. I do not know 
whet made him change his mind,” 
-Mr. Mehdi added. 

The Libyan flier was speaking to 
mewsmen minutes before he was 
borne out of Hadassah Hospital on a 
stretcher and transported by ambu- 
lance ‘to Lod Airport. He left Israel 
at8p.m.by E1.Al for Athens, where 
he was to be met by his wife. She 
had earlier visited him in hospital in 
Israel before returning home to Li- 
bya. “We plan to stay in Athens 
some time,” ‘he said. 

The airman, his face criss-crossed 
by scabs and with both legs in 
plaster, said, “I was surprised by 
the captain’s change of mind. 1 had 
to do what he ordered.” 

He said that he first saw the 
Phantoms when they were behind 
the airlmer. Later they flanked it, 
one on each side, dipping their 
wings in an order that the Boeing 
follow them: He could not remember 
how close they flew to the Libyan 
plane. 

Mr. Mehdi said that the planes 
were not his first intimation that 
the aircraft was off course. He had 
earlier realized that the pilot had 
strayed off course because of the dis- 
crepancy in time — the plane was 
Jong overdue — and Cairo airport 
was nowhere in sight. This was

CHONCINNATS (AP). — Two baby 
girl “litter mates” have been born 
to the mother, but from separate 
wombs, it was announced here. 


One of the bables was delivered 
by natural birth, while the other 
meeded Caesarean section. Both 
weigh over four pounds (about 2 
kgs.) and were doing well after a 

stay in intensive care, 
doctors at the Bethesda hospital 
said. They were six weeks pre- 
mature. ᾿ 


Calling it a “historical case,” Dr. 
Stephen Hornstein noted the rare 
birth was monitored throughout 
pregnancy and valuable scientific 
data was recorded 

Hornstein said the babies were 
born March 31, from separate utert 
that were naturally fertilized 
separately. 

Hornstein, Associate Clinical Pro- 
fessor of Obstetrics and Gynecology 
at University of Cincinnati Medical 
Centre, said only one case “re- 
motely similar" has been found. It 
happened tn the Soviet Union. 


He said the woman had com- 
pletely divided uteri, two mouths 
of the womb and two cervixes. 
“The upper third of the vagina 
is separated by a dividing wall 
called a septum,” he noted. 

He said the babies have to be 
described as “litter mates” — not 
twins.

LONDON (UPI). — A coffee war 
bDetween the US. and developing 
countries loomed yesterday follow- 
ing a 62-nation decision to end a 
decade of price supports for the 
eoffee-growing regions of Latin 
Amerlea, Afrisa and Asia. 

A resolution backed by the U.S. 
and other industrialized nations: to 
strip the 10-year-old International 
Coffee Agrecment of its powers to 
control one of the world’s most 
heavily-traded. commodities was ap- 
proved bythe treaty's council on 
Saturday night. 

The producer countries sald they 
were determined to form their own 
marketing organization to buy sur- 
plus coffee from exporting nations 
and withhold it from the market 
until it could be sold without de- 
pressing the prevailing high prices 
of green coffee. 

The council, in 6 meeting that 
went into the early morning hours 
yesterday, agreed to reconvene on 
April 24 to decide the disposition 
οὗ the more-than-$100m. fund set up 
to help prcducer countries diversify 
their economies away trom coffee.

8 Bill which provides tax taeentives 
for foreign-financed investment com- 
panies — Hke the Israel Corpora- 
tion (first enterprise to qualify). 

The occasion is the formation of 
another which rates these 
benefits — the $1m-a-share com- 
pany whose creation will be formally 
ancunced at the Economic Confer- 
ence next month. 

Companies concerned with the de- 
velopment of industry, agriculture, 
transport, tourism and/or the eco- 
ucmy’'s infra-structure will be allow- 
ed special privileges:'— provided that 
80 per cent of their. capital is sub- 
scribed abroad. 

Main benefits are exemption from 
income tax and capital gains tax 
for 30 years. The company will be 
limited to paying corporation tax 
during that period (though compa- 
nies in which they lovest will, of 
course, be taxed in’ full). 

Also, holders of shares will be 
exempt from death duty on the 
value of their holdings.
